There  was  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year  in  a 76  year  old 
woman  due  to  S.  Typhi -murium.

TYPHOID  AND  PARATYPHOID. 

No  cases  of  Paratyphoid  were  notified  during  1968. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 

The  County  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the 
treatment  of  these  cases.  There  are  no  treatment  centres  in  the  area  and  patients  attend 
at  Swansea  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital,  Hereford  County  Hospital,  Royal  Gwent  Hospital, 
Newport,  and  Moira  Terrace,  Cardiff.  The  tracing  of  contacts  and  the  following  up  of 
defaulters  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  S.47 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  S.47  of  the  above  Act  which  provides 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  who  : — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged,  or  physically  in- 
capacitated, or  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons, 
proper  care  and  attention.

All  Water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  Milk 
samples  were  dealt  with  at  Carmarthen  and  Swansea. 

Any  investigations  required  in  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Cardiff  and  at  Merthyr  Tydfil.

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Mardy  Isolation  Hospital,  Merthyr  Tydfil. 


SMALLPOX  HOSPITALS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Smallpox  cases  to  be  admitted  to  Penrhys 
Hospital  and  for  Considtants  to  be  called  in  to  suspected  cases.  On  diagnosing  a case 
the  Consultant  will  be  responsible  for  arranging  for  Penrhys  Hospital  to  be  ready  and 
staffed  to  receive  the  patient.  The  patient  will  be  removed  by  County  Council  under 
their  Ambulance  scheme  made  under  S.27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Until  the  31st  of  March  1959  the  Borough  Council  was  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
water  in  their  district.  After  this  date  the  Council  became  a constituent  member  of  the 
new  South  East  Breconshire  Water  Board  which  is  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
water  in  the  Borough. 

During  1968  the  supply  of  water  by  the  Board  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity 
and  in  quality. 

Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  has  yet  to  be  commenced. 

Piped  Supply. 

All  the  houses  in  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  16  of  those  on  the  extreme 
borders  have  a tapped  supply  to  the  house.  The  other  16  have  their  own  private  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  in  the  Borough  is  treated  by  downward  infiltration  and  the  effluent 
finally  passes  into  the  River  Usk. 

The  effluent  is  unsatisfactory  and  the  sewage  works  is  unsuitable  for  the  treatment 
of  sewage. 

Work  has  commenced  on  a new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  at  a cost  of 
approximately  £450,000.  The  Scheme  should  come  into  operation  by  June  1969.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING — REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  methods  adopted  for  the  weekly  collection  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse,  this  work  being  done  by  the  Council  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 
The  refuse  is  dispersed  by  tipping. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area  was  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  S.  Jinks,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  the  figures  and  details  of  his  work  contained 
in  this  report.  This  informarion  has  been  most  valuable  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Steps  taken  to  combat  infestation. 

All  premises  found  as  a result  of  inspection  or  complaint  to  be  infested  with  bed 
bugs  or  other  vermin  are  treated  with  D.D.T.  preparations  and  these  have  been  found 
to  be  highly  satisfactory.

HOUSING. 


Housing  Need.  Applicants  for  Council  Houses.  There  is  still  a definite  demand  for 
housing  accommodation  in  the  Borough.  It  must  be  remembered  that  apart  from  the 
normal  residents  the  demand  is  increased  due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  is  a military 
and  administrative  centre  for  Government  and  other  departments.  The  Council  have 
received  requests  from  the  Ministry  of  Defence  (Army)  and  from  the  occupiers  of  factories 
recently  completed  for  houses  for  key  workers  being  transferred  to  Brecon.
